Tax writers to ask end 
of oil depletion allowance 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Taxwrlters In 


Congress are ready to recommend a new 
multlbillion-dollar bill that would end 
the controversial oil depletion allowance 
while giving some tax relief to millions 
of average Americans. 


Rep. Wilbur D. Mills. D-Ark.. chair- 


man of the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, announced Tuesday that he 
wants to get the bill to the House for ac- 
tion Dec. 4 and 5. 


After the committee's latest decisions 


on a slimmed-down package of basic tax 
changes, Mills pressed the panel's staff 
to produce its final draft of the bill in 
time for a formal committee vote later 
this week. 


The legislation would face House tests 


from those who want to hit the petro- 
leum industry harder and from oil-state 
-forces opposed to any major oil tax revi- 


sions. The measure also faces a possible 
Senate filibuster during the dying days 
of this post-election session. 


The House committee Itself remained 


sharply torn over the oil provisions and 
finally voted 13-12 for an eventual end to 
the depletion allowance and for creating 
a new tax on the petroleum industry's 
so-called windfall profits. 


The bill would cut 1974 taxes, which 


would be due next April, for many aver- 
age Americans by boosting the max- 
imum standard deduction to 16 per cent 
of adjusted gross income or a top of 
$2.300, and by hiking the minimum 
standard 
deduction for 
low-income 


people to $1,600 for singles and $1,900 for 
couples. 


The maximum standard deduction 


currently is 15 per cent of adjusted

55 dead, 6 missing in 
first fatal jumbo jet crash 


NAIROBI. Kenya (AP) - A German 


jumbo jetliner crashed and burned 
today on take off from Nairobi airport 
and Lufthansa officials said 55 persons 
were dead and six missing. It was the 
first fatal plunge of a Boeing 747. 


The West German airline's Nairobi 


manager, Helmuth Wolff, said 96 of the 
157 persons aboard survived the crash. 
Fifty of these, he said, were virtually 
unhurt. 


At least two Americans were among 


the survivors, Lufthansa's Frankfurt of- 
fice reported. They were Identified as 
Susan Mary Seaholm of San Pedro, 


Calif., and Thomas Scott, whose home 
town was not immediately known. 


Wolff said there were 139 passengers 


aboard, most of them Germans, and 18 
crew members. He said previous death 
figures announced by Kenya's commu- 
nications minister, Omolo Okero, were 
incorrect. 


Lufthansa said they had no immediate 


indication of the cause of the crash, but 
added that the jumbo jet's flight 
recorder had been recovered. 


Witnesses said the plane apparently

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Camps in 
Lebanon hit 
by Israelis 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS' 
Israel shelled suspected Arab guer- 


rilla bases in Lebanon through the night 
after a terrorist suicide raid left four Is- 
raelis dead at the border town of Beit 
Shean. 


However, the shelling was not consid- 


ered a direct reprisal for the raid. Mili- 
tary sources and border residents said 
Israeli guns have been pumping shells 
nightly into southern Lebanon in an at- 
tempt to pin down bases there of the Pa- 
lestinian guerrillas. 


Lebanese government, sources said 


their army was on the alert for retali- 
atory Israeli raids across the border. 
Premier Rashid Solh said: "Israel al- 
ways invents pretexts to attack Leba- 
non, although we have repeatedly de- 
clared that we are not responsible for 
guerrilla raids." 


Solh said his government had taken 


"defensive measures to protect Lebanon 
and all residents," including the 18 Pa- 
lestinian refugee camps in the country. 


Israel and the Palestinian guerrillas 


traded threats of new attacks on each 
other in the wake of the Tuesday raid at 
Beit Shean, in which the three Palesti- 
nian raiders also were killed. 


"We are determined to remove the 


guerrilla policy with force wherever and 
whenever we can find the terrorists ... in 
Israel, in the Arab states and all over 
the world," Israeli Information Min- 
ister Aharon Yariv told a news confer- 
ence in Jerusalem. 


The Marxist Popular 
Democratic 


Front, which announced in Damascus 
that it was responsible for the raid on 
Beit Shean, said it would continue to at- 
tack "where the enemy least expects un- 
til Israel recognizes our rights and exis- 
tence, and until a secular democratic 
Palestine state is established." 


"We still hold the olive branch," said 


a spokesman for the guerrilla group, 
"but we find it inevitable to use the rifle 
which we also hold with the other 
hand." 


This was a reference to the speech last 


week to the United Nations General As- 
sembly by guerrilla chief Yasir Arafat, 
who said he came before the assembly 
bearing an olive branch and a gun. 


Israeli gunboats were reported cruis- 


ing off the coast of southern Lebanon, 
where they have made two attacks in the 
past three weeks.

Filipino youth who was sent to the 
United States after his father held the 
Philippine ambassador at gunpoint was 
reunited with his family today. 


Appearing tired but calm. Napoleon 


Lechoco Jr. was embraced by his 
mother at suburban Dulles Inter- 
national Airport as he completed a 
10,000-mile trip across the Pacific 
shortly before 7 a.m. EST. 


•Tm very happy to be here," the teen- 


ager said. His mother, saying "My son 
is so tired," put her arm around him 
and led him to a wailing car. An at- 
torney for the family said they would try 


to have the boy see his father as soon as 
possible. 


The boy's father threw down his gun 


and surrendered to police early Tuesday

ter Manila authorities agreed to send 
the youth to his familv- 


During a stopover in Honolulu, the 


young man told newsmen he was "going 
to be very, very happy to see my parents 
and brothers and sisters again."

Ailing babies die first so they can live 


DALLAS. Tex. (AP) - Infants bom 


with serious heart or artery defects are 
being surgically cured by first being 
made to "die," a panel of doctors says. 


The surgical procedure involves 


draining the babies of blood and then 
dropping their body temperature to 
about 60 degrees. This permits surgeons 
to perform complex repairs of such de- 
fects as malformed arteries or leaky 
heart chamber walls. 


"You're really operating on an infant 


that's dead," Dr. William Mustard of 
the Hospital for Sidfc Children at Toronto 
said Tuesday. "This creates a perfectly 
Woodless surgical field. You have about 
an hour." 


During that hour, surgeons using the 


procedure can make life-saving repairs 
that would not be possible otherwise. Of- 


ten the patients are very small — weigh- 
ing as little as five and one-half pounds 
— and very young — sometimes less 
than a month old. 


After the surgical repair is com- 


pleted, the patient is warmed and the 
blood is restored. 


"These children wake up crying,"' 


said Dr. Mustard, "and they've been 
dead for an hour. It's astonishing." 


Dr. Mustard and Dr. Garence S. 


Weldon of St. Louis, another surgeon us- 
ing the procedure, say there is no evi- 
dence of brain damage. 


"It's very difficult to find any neuro- 


logical damage in these infants," said 
Dr. Weldon. "After all, you can't give 
them I.Q. tests." 


In many cases, the risks of not doing 


the surgery outweigh the risks of the op- 


eraiion. 


"These are critically ill. very fragile 


babies," said Dr. Mary Allen Engle of 
the Cornell Medical Center in New York. 


She said it often is a difficult struggle 


just to keep the infants alive long 
enough for surgery to be attempted. 


Despite the radical medical proce- 


dures performed upon them, the chil- 
dren are remarkably unaffected, said 
Dr. Engle. 


"Children bounce back." she said. 


"They aren't psychologically affected 
by what they had to go through." 


The doctors made their comments 


during a news conference Tuesday at 
the American Heart Association scien- 
tific meeting here. More than 9,000 doc- 
tors are attending the weeklomg confer- 
ence.

Associated Press reporter 
Alfred 


Araujo said the smell of burned flesh 
hung heavy over the crumpled fuselage. 
He said money, letters, handbags, dolls 
and human limbs were scattered on the 
muddy plain, spewed from the wreck- 
age. 


R. S. Virdee, a Lufthansa employe 


who saw the crash, said, "The plane 
reached an altitude of not more-than 200 
feet when it appeared to lose altitude. It 
started sinking and fell to the ground. 


"It hit a large embankment and went 


plowing through the field. The tail sec- 
tion came apart and burst into flames. 
The rest of the plane was totally disinte- 
grated." 


A survivor, 36-year-old Horst Hack- 


badth of Cape Town, South Africa, said 
he was sitting in the middle section. 


"The plane started to drop," Hack- 


badth said. "It then just fell to the 
ground. I really don't know what hap- 
pened next. The next thing 1 knew I was 
lying in the grass in the field." 


The West German Foreign Ministry 


said its embassy in Nairobi reported 
that 30 of the survivors were unhurt. 
Lufthansa's Cologne headquarters said 
it had received word that 44 survived 
and hoped more survivors would be re- 
ported. 


A Lufthansa official in Johannesburg 


said there were 90 survivors, 70 of them 
uninjured. 


There have been a number of minor 


incidents involving the 747, but today's 
disaster was the first major crash of the 
giant plane, which went into service in 
January 1970. 


Witnesses and survivors pieced to- 


gether this account of unusual condi- 
tions that apparently played a large part 
in the crash: 


Winds from an unusual direction 


forced the pilot to take off in the direc- 
tion of Nairobi instead of heading out 
over the vast African plain. 


"That happens once in maybe a thou- 


sand takeoffs," an experienced local 
traveler said. 


The plane apparently lost power as it 


was getting into the air but might have 
been able to make a safe emergency 
landing if it had come down on level 
ground. Instead the tail section struck 
an embankment and the plane broke 
into half a dozen pieces and exploded. 


"Fragments of the plane, handbags 


and bodies were scattered everywhere," 
a witness said. 


"Wreckage was spread over a large 


area and it was burning," said a photo- 
grapher for a local newspaper. "I 
counted more than 40 bodies. There 
were also some injured persons. Fire- 
men and medical people were all over 
the place." 


Witnesses said the survivors were 


thrown from the middle of the fuselage. 
Passengers in the tail and forward sec- 
tions were killed. 


Smoke from the burning plane was 


visible in downtown Nairobi more than 
15 miles away, 


Most of the dead were reported 


burned beyond recognition. Many bod- 
ies had limbs or heads severed. 


Officials reported earlier that 152 per- 


sons were killed, but Okero said this 
was a mistake. 


West German Transportation Min- 


ister Kurt Scheidle ordered an investi- 
gation team from Germany to Nairobi. 


The plane on its flight from Frankfurt 


brought a four-member delegation from 
the West German parliament headed by 
Liselotte Funcke, the vice president of 
parliament. But Nairobi was their desti- 
nation, and they were not in the crash. 


Ford, Tanaka 
confer on oil 


TOKYO (AP) - President Ford and 


Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka agreed 
today on the need to enhance coopera- 
tion among the oil-consuming nations 
while seeking to maintain harmony in 
their relations with the oil-exporting 
countries. 


In a joint communique issued after 


two days of talks between Ford and top 
Japanese officials, the President and 
the prime minister said: 


"The United States and Japan recog- 


nize the need for a more efficient and ra- 
tional utilization and distribution of 
world resources. Realizing the impor- 
tance of stable supplies of energy at rea- 
sonable prices, they will seek, in a man- 
ner suitable to their economies, to 
expand and diversify energy supplies, 
develop new energy sources and con- 
serve on the use of scarce fuels." 


The communique said that both coun- 


tries "attach great importance to en- 
hancing cooperation among consulting 
countries, and they intend, in concert 
with other nations, to pursue nar- 
monious relations with producing na- 
tions. Both countries agree that further 
international cooperative efforts are 
necessary to forestall an economic and 
financial crisis." 


The pledge of cooperative action ap- 


peared to represent a concession by the 
Japanese, who are 99 per cent depen- 
dent on imported oil and in the past 
seemed ready to go it alone in dealing 
with the Arab nations. 


But the communique stopped far 


short of Japanese acceptance of Secre- 
tary of State Henry A. Kissinger's 
proposal last week that Japan, the 
United States, Canada and Western Eu- 
rope forge a common front before deal- 
ing with the oil-exporting countries on 
price and supply questions. 


However, Kissinger told a news con- 


ference he felt Japanese officials dis- 
played "a general sympathy to the ap- 
proach" of his proposal. He added that 
the discussions of both oil and food prob- 
lems added "a new and positive dimen- 
sion" to American and Japanese han- 
dling of problems that affect their 
national security. 


Talking of a "new era of partnership" 
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between Japan and the United States, 
Kissinger said Ford's visit "achieved 
the optimum of what one would have 
hoped for" and was as constructive and 
positive a summit conference as any 
Kissinger has been involved in since 
1969. 


"I think (the President) feels ex- 


tremely good about it," Kissinger saidrl 


The communique also declared that" 


Japan and the United States "remain 
committed to rheir international 
pledges to avoid actions which ad~- 
versely affect the economies of other na- 
tions." 


Sidestepping 
the 
touchy political 


question here of U.S. Navy ships vis- 
iting Japanese ports without unloading 
their nuclear weapons, the communique 
said:

"The United States and Japan recog-.*- 


nize the need for dedicated efforts by all 
countries to pursue additional arms lim-- 
itation and arms reduction measures, in 
particular controls over nuclear arma- 
ments ..." 


One of Ford's major objectives in his 


meeting with Soviet leader Leonid I. 
Brezhnev in Vladivostok later this week 
will be to clear the way for progress in 
American-Soviet arms limitation nego- 
tiations. 


Ford flies to the ancient imperial cap- 


ital of Kyoto on Thursday and will fly 
from there to Seoul, South Korea, 
Friday for a day's stay before going to 
Vladivostok. 
World sugar 
market tight 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A government 


report says the world sugar market 
"continues tight, with only a rumor 
needed to push up prices significantly." 


Recent increases which already have 


driven sugar prices far in excess of 
previous records probably will lead to 
increased world production of sugar, 
the Department of Agriculture said 
Tuesday. 


"Looking ahead, high sugar prices 


will likely stimulate increased world 
sugar output in the next one to three 
years as major adjustments are made," 
the department said. "In the United 
States, at least, high sugar prices-and 
high prices of sugar-containing prod- 
ucts will likely lower per capita con- 
sumption in 1975." 


Despite the cost, sugar continues 


"available for those buyers who are 
willing to pay the very high prices," the 
department said in a situation report is- 
sued by its Economic Research Service. 


World sugar production in the 1974-75 


season is about 1.5 million tons less than 
previously forecast and reserve stocks 
are unusually low, the report said. 


The larger 
U.S. industrial users 


apparently did not stockpile much 
sugar in anticipation of higher sugar 
prices, although "there is some evi- 
dence" smaller industrial users did 
build up some reserves, the report said. 


The report said household users may 


have been purchasing more sugar than 
usual to build up a supply in anticipa- 
tion of rising costs. 


Prices of raw sugar delivered to New 


York during the third quarter of this 
year averaged nearly $31.60 per 100 
pounds, up from $23 in the second quar- 
ter and almost triple the $10.70 average 
of the first three months, the report 
said. 


As of Nov. 7, the New York price was 


$55 per 100 pounds, far exceeding the 
previous record of $23.60 set in 1920, the 
report said. The Nov. 7 price did not in- 
clude more recent increases. 
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Ford too hasty in his

WASHINGTON-A nasty little civil 


war has broken out in the While House 
between Nixon holdovers and President 
Ford's personal aides over the fiasco of 
Andrew Gibson's aborted nomination 
as Federal Energy Administrator. 


The Ford men say failure to spot Gib- 


son's apparent conflict-of-imercsi be- 
fore announcing his appointment re- 
vealed weaknesses of the Nixon-style 
staff system adopted by the new Presi- 
dent. Nixon holdovers privately claim 
Mr. Ford never gave the system a 
chance. But all implicitly agree the 
ruot cause was the President's uncha- 
racteristic and iniemperate haste in 
naming a replacement for John Sawhill 
at the Federal Energy Administration 
(FEA). 


Investigators knew of agreement 


The fault is clearly not Gibson's. He 


was interviewed by William Walker 
.ind Richard Chancy, two trusted aides 
of chief of staff Donald Rumsfeld. Gib- 
son has told friends these staffers had 
in hand the essence of his extraor- 
dinary S88,000-a-ycar. 10-year separa- 
tion agreement from the Interstate Oil 
Transport Co. after his 16 months' em- 
ployment;White House sources claim 
the f u l l extent of the agreement was not 
known. 


But intimate Ford advisers are sure 


there was more than enough informa- 
tion about Gibson's arrangement for 
any savvy political hand to know he 
should never be nominated. The short- 
coming of Rumsfeld's staff, they say. is 
that the Gibson appointment was never 
considered by those old hands around 
Mr. Ford. 


Not so, say several White House staf- 


fers (particularly holdovers). The rea- 
son Gibson was not disqualified was be- 
cause Mr. Ford 
in his haste short- 


circuited the staff system, just as he 
did m the damaging nomination of Pe- 
ter Flamgan as ambassador to Spain. 
The President, they say. refused to 
take time for f u l l staff clearance of ei- 
ther Gibson or Flanigan. 


Everyone agrees Mr. Ford was fran- 


tic to remove Sawhill because of his 
public disagreements 
with adminis- 


tration policy. While tolerant of in- 
competents in his inherited cabinet, 


Mr. Ford could not abide one more day 
of Sawhill. 


A footnote: The angry reaction by 


some presidential aides that Gibson 
was the victim of "post-Watergate mor- 
ality" conjures up echoes of the Nixon 
White House. Even Ford insiders admit 
that Gibson's deal would have ruled 
him out for the federal post long before 
Watergate 


Ford's western adviser 


Prospects for a new welfare reform 


being proposed by President Ford m 
1975 were not helped by his secret con- 
ference with Gov 
Ronald Reagan of 


California m Los Angeles Oct. 30. 


Reagan pressed the President not to 


resurrect the old "Moynihan plan" for 
welfare-a reference to the 1969 family 
assistance plan (FAP) promoted by 
Daniel P. Moynihan, now ambassador 
to India, as a Nixon aide. Mr. Ford re- 
plied that no decision had been taken 
but that he v,ould keep Reagan's views 
in mind. 


Indeed, with Mr. Ford eager to ap- 


pease 
the party's Reagan-led 
right 


wing, Reagan's views could well prove 
compelling. Reagan would never accept 
the welfare reform option given Mr. 
Ford by the Health. Education and 
Welfare'(HEW) Department. The Pres- 
ident has instructed HEW Secretary 
Casper Weinberger to draft a more con- 
servative scheme, but influential presi- 
dential aides would just as soon forget 
•velfarc reform for 1975. 


With Gov. George C. Wallace of Ala- 


Sama scheduled to be in Washington 
last week, an aide telephoned Demo- 
:ratic n a t i o n a l chairman Robert 
Strauss to arrange a meeting between 
them at Democratic national headquar- 
;ers —a "liberal" bastion never before 
visited by Wallace. 


The meeting never took place be- 


cause Wallace's trip to Washington was 
cancelled. But the call to Strauss sug- 
gested two short-range developments: 
(1) whatever his long-range intentions, 
Wallace will now work within the Dem- 
ocratic party rather than go third- 
party; (2) his warm-and-cold relation- 
ship with Strauss is warm again. 


Wallace watched Strauss on NBC's 


"Meet the Press" Nov. 3 and was grat- 
ified when the chairman flatly said he 
could support a Democratic ticket with 
Wallace as President or Vice Presi- 
dent-a pledge most Democratic politi- 
cians refuse to make. "I would like for 
Gov. Wallace to stay in our party," said 
Strauss, again in contrast to many 
Democrats. 


A footnote: Strauss nourished a bud- 


ding relationship with another pow- 
erful Southern Democrat, Rep. Joe 
Waggoner of Louisiana, by speaking at 
Waggoner's political rally in Shreve- 
port last week. As a pro-Nixon Con- 
gressman, 
Waggoner was once ex- 


pected to cross over to the Republicans. 
But he is now working with Strauss in 
hopes of a more moderate national 
Democratic party.

MADISON — A formally marked and 


specially designed system 
of rustic 


roads for hikers, bicyclists and those 
motorists who prefer auto travel at low 
speeds for the enjoyment of the scenic 
Wisconsin countryside is virtually as- 
sured. 


Acting under the authorization of the 


legislature last year,a statutory rustic 
roads committee has developed a plan 
that has won the informal approval of 
the highway committees of the state 
Senate and Assembly. 


The principal author of the plan, who 


has advanced' it for several years, is 
Earl G. Skagan, Racine County high- 
way commissioner, who described the 
tentatively approved rules and stan- 
dards for such roads for the legislative 
committees. 


They will be designated and devel- 


oped by the counties. Maximum vehicle 
speeds will be 35 miles an hour, and 
lower if experience proves that to be 
desirable. Truck traffic will be discou- 
raged. Separate bicycle lanes will be 
provided. Selections made by countv 
highway departments will be subject to 
the ratification of a new rustic roads 
advisory board that is attached to the 


state Highway Commission. 


There will be strict control of all 


roadside signs, and natural roadside 
growth will be preserved to the max- 
imum extent, Skagan said. Nomi- 
nations for such route designations can 
be by petition of freeholders in any ru- 
ral area, or by the local government or 
the county highway office. 


Standards of quality and design will 


be resolved by the newly created rustic 
roads board which Skagan heads, sub- 
ject to the ultimate veto power of the 
standing committees on highways of 
the two houses of the state legislature. 


Skagan said he has adapted some of 


the rules and standards proposed for 
the program here from a successful 
similar program in Michigan. 


Such routes will have a special ap- 


peal to those travelers who enjoy the 
natural beauties of the countryside and 
are sometimes 
known as "shun-pi- 


kers." the legislators were told.

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NLRB okays 
compromise 
at Oshkosh 


OSHKOSH - The National Labor Re- 


lations Board (NLRB) has accepted a 
compromise agreement between Local 
578 of the United Auto'Workers Union 
and the Oshkosh Truck Corp. 


The settlement was accepted by 


Leonard Wagman, administrative law 
judge of the NLRB. after a hearing in 
Milwaukee last week. 


Philip Bloedorn, a regional attorney 


for the NLRB, described the agreement 
as "two unilateral informal settlements 
which contain nonadmission clauses." 


What this means is that neither party 


will admit to the charges filed against 
it but will drop the claims made 
against the other party. 


Both sides are bound by "broad 


cease and desist language" not to en- 
gage in any illegal strike activities, 
Bloedorn said. 


They are expected to bargain in good 


faith for up to 70 days. 


If the workers agree to return to 


work within this time, they are still eli- 
gible to claim their previous jobs, sen- 
iority and other provisions, Bloedorn 
said.

One specialist predicted that the river

He recommended experimenting with 


small boat launching and docking facil- 
ities to entice boaters onto the bay in 
greater numbers. "Swimming in the 
lower bay — forget it," he advised. 


Ditton, formerly a University of Wis- 


consin-Green Bay recreation specialist, 
is now with Texas A&M. He was among 
a series of speakers who presented re- 
sults of research on the Fox and Bay at a 
conference sponsored by the UW Sea 
Grant College Program and UW Exten- 
sion. 


He suggested greater public educa- 


tion. If people knew more about the rea- 
' sons for the closing of Bay Beach in the 


1940s, they might be more inclined to 
come back when the bay is cleaned up, 


- he reasoned. 


Ditton reported on research in which 


he participated with others and made 
what he described as the shocking find- 
ing that residents of Green Bay are 
more likely to go to some other water 
body for recreation despite the size and 
proximity of the bay.

_ ing, rather than fishing and swimming, 


and predicted that will continue. It will

Engineers warn of more hill slippage 


Consulting engineers told Appleton of- 


ficials Tuesday that something must be 
done to prevent further slippage of the 
E. Water Street hill, especially below 
the old vocational school site. 


The message came from the Warzyn 


Engineering and Service Co., Madison, 
which conducted soil and slope tests on 
the hill just north of the Fox River and 
south of the city's downtown this sum- 
mer. 


In a preliminary report to Public 


Works Director Robert Miller and Ap- 
pleton Redevelopment Authority (ARA) 
Executive Director Eric Hemphill, the 
firm said that portions of the hill will 
have to be cut back — and perhaps rein- 
forced with a retaining wall — to pre- 
vent destructive slippage in the future. 


But representatives of the firm told 


Hemphill that a high rise apartment 
building could be built anywhere on the 
ARA redevelopment site, at the top and 
along the hill in the area of the old vo- 
cational school. 


"What they said was that if you go to 


bedrock with pilings, you can put the 
building anywhere on the site," Henip- 
hill said today. 


Bedrock for a building of more than 


three stories could be as deep as 65 feet

Hemphill said the report being drawn 


up for ARA will enable prospective de- 
velopers to assess the economics of the 
site for high rise apartment develop- 
ment. The study will indicate where 
bedrock is, how deep a developer will 
have to go to hit it and whether it will be 
'economical for him to go ahead with a 
project at the site. 


Would the need to anchor a high rise 


building to bedrock that goes as deep as 
65 feet below the surface of the ground 
make a high rise project's cost prohibit- 
ive at this time? 


"That's unknown at this time," 


Hemphill said today. 


The ARA executive director said that 


after the consultant report is completed, 
ARA will move ahead with an effort to 
solicit prospective developers. A Mil- 
waukee firm — Trace Corp. — is still 
showing strong interest in the 3.73-acre 
redevelopment project area, Hemphill 
said. A Minnesota firm that contacted 
ARA some time ago has not been heard 
from for a while, he added. 


Some local people also have shown ini-

them. He had projected $600,000 in the 
budget to cover the shared taxes and 
5415,000 for the M&E reimbursement.

Several town 
residents called on the board to act on 
the matter immediately. 


Town Supv. Edward Ziegler ex- 


pressed some hesitancy about approv- 
ing the post, claiming "you don't jump 
into something like this overnight." 


This unleashed a barrage of criticism 


from those present. Said one woman,' 
"The problem with Grand Chute is that 
it is still in the 19th century." Another 
man stated, "You guys have just been 
going around in circles." 


At one point, Town Chairman Ira Liv- 


ingston said. "I'm for more police but if 
you keep giving me hell, I'll vote against 
it."

Health board reaffirms 
proposal on EMT calls 


After being informed by a doctor that 


Larry's & Sons' Ambulance Service is 
making a strong effort to upgrade train- 
ing, the Appleton Board of Health today 
reaffirmed its proposal that city person- 
nel must summon only ambulances 
manned by at least two emergency med- 
ical technicians (EMTs), but recom- 
mended delaying the effective date to 
April 1. 


The health board made its initial 


proposal several months ago after ex- 
pressing concern that Larry's was re- 
sponding to city emergency calls with 
personnel whose training was below 
that of men employed by Gold Cross 
Ambulance Service and the fire depart- 
"ment. which operates a rescue squad. 


Under ordinance, when a city em- 


ploye, particularly policemen and fire- 
men, summon an ambulance for the 
public, one of the two private firms 
must be called on a monthly rotation 
basis. 


Some board of health members had 


felt it was not fair to the public to have 
highly trained attendants ready to re- 
spond one month and lesser trained at- 
tendants from another service respond- 
ing the next month. 


As originally written, the proposal 


w-ould have at least temporarily prohib- 
ited -city employes from summoning 
Larry's to accidents and other emer- 
gencies. 


However. Dr. F. Mark Moore, head of 


the emergency ward at St. Elizabeth 
Hospital and one of the officials in the 
EMT training program here, told the 
board today that several of Larry's em- 


ployes, and Lawrence Seidl, the owner, 
are enrolled in the current basic EMT 
course which will conclude in March. 


If they pass the final examination, 


they could be certified EMTs and 
Larry's probably will be able to meet 
the provisions of the health board propo- 
sal, Moore said. 


"The guys are really trying," Moore 


said of Larry's efforts at upgrading 
training. The firm now has a few EMTs, 
Moore said, but not enough to respond to 
every city emergency with full comple- 
ments of EMTs. 


However, with backup by the fire de- 


partment rescue squad, there are al- 
most always EMTs at emergencies in 
Appleton, Moore explained. 


There is now more efficient and effec- 


tive response by both private and public 
ambulance services, he said. 


And, he said, Seidl and his attendants 


have a "more positive attitude" about 
training. 


To pass the health board proposal 


now. 
in light of what is happening, 


would constitute harassment of Larry's. 
Moore feared. Another health board 
member. Dr. Douglas Salmon agreed. 


Aid. Donald Day (19th), health board

While much of the conference dealt 


with studies of the organisms and chem- 
istry of the waterway and proposed uses 
of new technology to monitor and regu- 
late water quality, an underlying theme 
was the need for better institutions to 
handle the cleanup chores. 


Day called for greater public involve- 


ment in finding and applying solutions, 
and advocated a regional approach to 
pollution cleanup. 


Jean Lange, an editor with the 


UW-Madison Institute for Environmen- 
tal Studies, remarked during a discus- 
«inn oeriod that one institution that 
could help but needs to be reorganized is 
Ing §8l! Conservation district. 


The districts "aren't set up to handle 


watersheds, they are set up to handle in- 
dividual farms." she criticized. And ag- 
ricultural runoff as a source of water 
pollution will attract magnified atten- 
•tion in the next few years, she and oth- 
ers predicted. 


A proposed "Level B" study of the wa- 


terway, aimed at devising a comprehen- 
sive water quality management plan, 
became an institutional issue itself be 
after being described to the conferees. 


The proposed 5921,000 study, attempt- 


ing to bring together all that is cur- 
rently known about the Fox-Wolf Ba- 
sin's water and related land resources, 
"will not attempt to develop new data. 
Instead, relevant completed and ong- 
oing studies will be utilized to supply 
the new data base," according to a re- 
port by Department of Natural Re- 
sources planners. 


To that, Gerald Bertrand, an Institute 


for Environmental Studies research as- 
sistant, responded that the DNR might 
better use the federal and state funds 
for direct research "rather than another 
literature-search." 


"Trying to develop a Level B model 


may not be the best way to spend the 
money," Bertrand suggested. 


Bertrand and Lange commented on 


the prospects for future water quality on 
the bay and river. 


Lange outlined various trends she 


said offer an uncertain outlook: slowed 
population and industrial growth rates, 
likely increased food production de- 
mands on farmland, decreasing avail- 
ability of fertilizers, fuel shortages, 
trends toward bigger farms and beef 
and dairy herds, paper shortages and 
their impact on northern forests and 
Fox Valley mill expansion, general de- 
cline in the commercial fishing indus- 
try, a waterway shipping industry that 
may benefit from fuel shortages, and 
.general public disinterest in Green Bay 
as a recreation outlet. 


Bertrand said he is "always sur- 


prised" to find a natural resource as 
large and important as Green Bay that 
is so little understood. He likened it to 
Chesapeake Bay. 


From earlier speakers he had that 


five scientific "models" attempting to 
draw research pictures of the waterway 
have been drawn, yet none has been ver- 
ified by field tests, he observed. 


Similarly, he said "We really don't 


know the effects of high water on Green 
Bay," including its impact on the ecol- 
ogy of the water body itself, on sur- 
rounding land use, erosion, commercial 
fishing and recreation. Impact on fish 
spawning beds is unknown because de- 
tailed knowledge of the location of 
spawning beds is absent, he said. 


Bertrand said more knowledge is also 


needed about the advance of pollution- 
associated organisms northward in the 
bay. and whether they might be about to 
reverse direction and retreat. 


Beyond such research, he asked, 


"How do we translate the information 
that we have been getting into public ac- 
tion?"

ing that State Sen. Walter Hollander, 
former chairman of the legislature's 
joint finance committee, "doesn't hold 
much hope for more aids." He noted the 
budget already called for the 95-cent tax 
rate cut. "Don't go any farther," he 
urged the board. 


Supv. John Hennessy said he agreed 


with a philosophy expressed earlier by 
Supv. Eugene Kloes: "Watch the ex- 
penditures and the revenue will take 
care of itself." 


The finance committee also concurred 


with a recommendation from Woehler 
that $400,000 be transferred from the 
general fund to help offset the levy. 
Originally Woehler had recommended 
using $600,000. By taking only $400,000 a 
general fund balance of about $2 million

Ramp walkway can be 
decorated for holidays, 
but Gimbels must pay 


Gimbels department store can deco- 


rate the walkway leading from the city's 
east parking ramp to the College Ave- 
nue store, the Appieton Board of Public 
Works agreed Tuesday, but it will have 
to pay all the costs. 


The store asked the city to allow it to

In 1962. after a hill 
slide that resulted in major shifting of 
Water Street, the firm ran tests and 
found that heavy groundwater just be- 
low the surface was the major cause of 
the earth shift. 


It's recommendation then for a drain- 


age system in the area of the slide has 
lowered the groundwater condition, the 
engineers reported Tuesday. 


The retaining wall now at the base of 


the slope along Water Street "is not ef- 
fective in improving slope stability" 
and is primarily for aesthetic purposes, 
helping cut erosion and limiting slope 
slippage at the bottom of the hill only. 


One alternative for the city is to con- 


struct a higher and more strongly en- 
forced retaining wall. This would mean 
less flat land at the top of the hill would 
have to be cut away, Miller said today. 


Costs for any project to prevent future 


hill slippage promise to be high, al- 
though neither Miller nor the engineers 
could give even ballpark estimates for 
the Water Street slope. 


Replacing the existing retaining wall 


with a steel bin wall would cost between 
$350 and $400 per foot, the engineer re- 
ported. A concrete wall would cost from 
$400-$500 per foot. 


A concrete cylinder pile wall, rising a 


maximum of 10-12 feet above the street, 
could be used if the city did not want to 
trim some of the existing slope. Cost for 
such a wall would range from $800-$900 
per lineal foot, the engineers reported. 


The engineers, while pointing out that 


construction can take place at the top or 
on the side of the hill, pointed out that 
there would be some risk involved. 


"This is particularly so where new 


construction would intercept the area of 
the 1962 slope failure," they wrote in a 
preliminary report. 


The engineers said "very careful con- 


struction monitoring" would be re- 
quired to prevent problems, and "strict 
limitations may have to be imposed 
upon the contractor as to the extent of 
construction under way at any time." 


Some $27,000 was budgeted for the 


consulting firm's work, which was com- 
pleted in September. No bills have been 
submitted.

Claims, counterclaims on meat prices 
leave consumer more confused

The battle over meat prices has begun 


again and consumers can't be blamed 
for feeling confused over the claims, 
counterclaims and statistics about 
where their money is going. What does 
it all mean? 


Farmers are losing money. High 


grain prices have forced many ranchers 
to sell their animals at a loss rather than 
buy expensive feed. 


Supermarket profits are up over last 


year and the Agriculture Department 
says that for the first nine months of 
this year, higher markups by middle- 
men — wholesalers and retailers — 
have accounted for &1 per cent of the in- 
crease in rhe anmal cost of a market- 
basket of f-xxi. 


The government has begun a series of 


hearings to investigate profit margins. 
And consumers are paying just as much 
for beef as they were at the start of April 
1973. one-week meat boycott. 


The supermarkets traditionally have 


been reluctant to break down their ex- 
penses and profits, department by de- 
partment. They say it's virtually impos- 
sible to allocate things like utility costs 
to one department or another. They also 
say they don't want to let competitors 
know too much about how they operate. 


At the same time, however, they claim 


their meatdepartments traditionally re- 
turn a low profit. They argue that labor 
costs are high — a butcher cutting meat 
gets a higher salary than a stock room 
boy stacking cans. One source esti- 
mated that 14 per cent of the gross mar- 
gin on meat goes for labor. 


John J. Cairns Jr., vice president for 


merchandising of the Great Atlantic & 
Pacific Tea Co. - A&P - provided a few 
clues to store profits at a House subcom- 
mittee hearing Tuesday in Washington. 


He said that gross margin for the 


meat department for the first nine 
months of 1974 was 21.89 per cent, the 
highest since at least 1968. He said that 
meat department expenses were the 
highest since 1971 and equaled 19.09 per 
cent of sales during the second quarter 
of 1974. 


What does all this mean? 
Gross margin is the difference be- 


tween what a store pays for its products 
and what it gets for them expressed as a 
per cent of sales. That means, for ex- 
ample, that if a company pays $1 million 
for the goods it needs and sells them for 
$1.25 million, it has a gross margin of 20 
percent. 


Expenses cover things like labor, util- 


ities, fuel and packaging. The difference 
between the gross margin and expenses 
is net profit before income taxes. Cairns" 
did not provide a figure for net profit af- 
ter taxes, but supermarket spokesmen 
have said earlier that over-all net profits 
— for both food and nonfood items — are 
a lit'.le more than half a per cent of sales 
this year, compared to a little less than 
half a percent last year. 


The supermarkets dispute U.S. De- 


partment of Agriculture statistics on 
where the money you spend on beef is 
going. 


The latest department figures, for ex- 


ample, show that the average price of a 
pound of beef at the retail level in the 
week ended Nov. 2 was 51.358, just about 
the same as in April 1973. 


The USDA says the carcass price — 


the amount the supermarket pays - 
was 93.3 cents per pound of usable beef 
during the -week ended Nov. 2 and the 
farm price per pound of usable beef was 
8V.9 cents. 


.That works out to a difference of 42.5 


cents- between the amount-the super- 
market pays for the meat and the 
amount it sells it for. 


The same government figures also 


provide a breakdown of how much of the 
consumers' dollar goes to the farmer, 
how much to the wholesaler and how 
much to the retailer.

gross income with a top of 52,000. while 
there presently is a minimum standard 
deduction of 51,300 for singles and a 
matching amount for couples. 


The oil depletion allowance has been a

Right to Life official calls 
abortion negative approach 


GREEN BAY — Abortion is always a 


negative solution to any problems, per- 
sonal or public, Dr. Mildred F. Jefferson,' 
ichairman of the board of directors of the 
Right to Life Committee, said here Satur- 
day. 


Jefferson spoke at a fund-raising din- 


ner and public meeting sponsored by 
the Wisconsin Citizens Concerned for 
Life. "The entire promotion of abortion is 
based on exploiting the magic powers of 
emotional appeal," the speaker said. 
"This negative approach to social solu- 
tions depends on ignorance and fear to 
frighten people into accepting escape 
from a problem pregnancy," said the 
Boston general surgeon. 


She also feared for the future, consid- 


ering current liberalized abortion rul- 
ings, saying, "Once you get into the 
matter of eliminating people who are 
socially and 
politically inconvenient, 


there is always the threat of extending 
such practices" to other groups such as 
the infirm and the elderly, Jefferson 
said.

tion could add an emotional scar on top 
of another. Besides, she said, abortion 
does not eliminate the fact that some- 
one has been raped. 


The physician is also convinced that 


legalized abortion has not eliminated 
"back alley" abortions performed by 
unqualified people. 


"We are making the victims respon- 


sible for the crimes and this represents 
to me the unforgivable excuse of a 
people losing the ability to love and a 
society growing too selfish to care for 
those who cannot care for themselves," 
Jefferson said.

3,250,000 students enrolled 


Spurred by huge infusions of govern- 


ment-guaranteed student loan funds 
and the Veterans Administration's mas- 
sive post-Korea GI bill, private vocatio- 
nal education schools and correspon- 
dence courses have become a multi- 
bilhon-dollar industry. Some 3.250,000 
students are currently enrolled In 10,000 
private vocational schools throughout 
the U.S. Typically, they pay from $100 to 
$1.000 or even more for a course of in- 
struction. 


But as an illustration of how dismally 


inadequate many of the schools are, re- 
cent studies by the General Accounting 
Office in Washington have revealed that 
three out of four private training school 
students never finish their courses—and 
only a picayune 6 per cent of veterans 
enrolled in these courses found employ- 
ment in their fields of [raining.

ance counselors." 


it Diploma mills appealing to people 


who, as a recent article in American 
Education stated, "want to overcome 
quickly what they perceive to be a gap in 
. their curriculum vitae." 


GI benefits cease 
* Tuition 
refund policies-under 


which a significant majority of enrollees 
in proprietary vocational education 
schools drop out but never get a tuition 
refund. (Important note: GI bill ben- 
efits cease when a student drops out of 
school, not when his or her financial lia- 
bility ends.) 


* Abuse of federal student assistance 


programs, ranging from cheating on ad- 
mission tests to kickbacks by vocational 
counselors who back unqualified stu- 
dents. 


More than a year ago (August 1973).

If researchers have their way, clothes 


of the future will be easier to take care 
of, and just might be a bit more shock- 
ing. 


Put on the bathing suit of tomorrow 


and it's one thing. Jump in a swim- 
ming poo!, it becomes another. 


It's a now-you-see-it, now-you-don't 


swimsuit that textile researchers have 
been working on at Texas Tech Univer- 
sity in Lubbock. 


The bathing suit of tomorrow will be 


one color when wet and another when 
dry, said Jim Parker, director of the 
university's Textile Research Center. 


The way it works, the new fabric 


Texas Tech researchers have developed 
can be a plethora of colors and prints 
when dry, but put it in water and it will 
change to a solid color. 


"Meet someone with a dry suit, then 


jump in the water and he won't recog- 
nize you," said Parker. "Just imagine 
the sensation you would cause. 


"And economically you would have 


two suits for the price of one." 


In New Orleans, at the southern re- 


gional research center of the U.S. De- 
partment of Agricujture, scientists are 
dabbling with making clothes easier to 
take care of. 


"We're working with durable press 


— treating mostly cotton fabric with a 
chemical which will set it in place al- 
most like a girl getting a permanent 
for her hair," said Dr. J. David Reid, 
research leader in charge of durable 
press research. 


There is just as much of a problem in 


putting a crease in a material as there 
is making it permanent press. 


Reid has helped develop a process 


that can do both. 


Using a chemical found in deodo- 


rants, Reid has created a catalyst that 
can either crease or permanent press 
material.

Says Garvey misquoted NFL 


NEW YORK (AP) - A National Foot- 


ball League official said Tuesday that 
players' union head Ed Garvey is inac- 
curately quoting the league as having 
declared its intentions to cut rosters to 
36 players next year. 


The official, Terry Bledsoe. said Gar- 


vey had met with the New York Jets 
Tuesday at their training camp and said 
he had received a letter in which NFL 
Management Council chief John 
Thompson claimed the league would cut 
its rosters from 47 to 36 players in 1975. 


That is not so, Bledsoe said, adding 


that no roster limit has yet been set for 
the 1975 season. 


He said that on Oct. 17 Thompson 


wrote Garvey to explain that because of 


the players' strike NFL rosters would be 
increased from 40 to 47 players for the 
1974 season only. Since 1964,'active NFL 
rosters have allowed for 40 players, with 
another seven eligible to be carried on 
the taxi squad. This year, the NFL elim- 
inated the taxi squad and upped the ac- 
tive roster to 47. 


Bledsoe said the Oct. 17 letter from 


Thompson also said the switch to 47- 
man rosters was not to be considered a 
change in the NFL's constitution, which 
calls for 36 players, or less, per team. 


He said NFL rosters carried 36 


players until 1964. Every year since 
ihen. until J974. team owners passed a 
resolution prior to the season amending 
the36-player limit to 40 players. Bledsoe 
said.

and our future 


An approach to hunger 


The World Food Conference met in Rome in the midst of 


discouraging predictions about its role and authority. But in 
the final moments it did succeed in setting up an agency 
which will try to keep people from starving. 


The World Food Council's 25 delegates, who are either gov- 


ernment ministers or ambassadors, will carry some weight 
in negotiations. With the resources of the United Nations 
Food and Agriculture Organization, they will seek to channel 
food to nations in desperate situations, find the money to buy 
food, set up grain reserves to meet emergencies, and work 
out an information system so that farmers and government 
agencies will have the latest news of weather, crop condi- 
tions, food prices and related matters. 


Earlier the rich oil producing nations had agreed to con- 


tribute to a fund which could be used to buy necessary food. 
It is currently estimated that by 1980 that fund will have to 
have about $5 billion a year. Bit it also estimated that the 
underdeveloped nations must find new ways of raising more 
food and distributing it equitably, or of controlling popu- 
lations if the threat of famine is really to be dispelled. 


Even generous gifts of food cannot solve the problems of 


perennial hunger. They should be counted upon primarily 
for the emergency conditions caused by drought and floods 
or the havoc of wars. 


It is discouraging that, since the end of World War II, and 


in spite of massive amounts of food and technical know-how, 
little progress has been made in some areas of the world in 
moving away from the serious threat of famine. 


The United States for decades-has been the leading food 


donor. But even Americans are subject to political machi- 
nations. Thus our well-conceived Foods For Peace plan has 
sometimes been manipulated in directions other than those 
determined by need. 


A world organization can avoid parochial self-interest. As 


an example, oil producing nations need not fear they are 
helping the capitalistic west by providing money to buy food 
for the poor countries. 


"Even- man, woman and child has the inalienable right to 


be free from hunger and malnutrition." the conference re- 
ported. But determining how this right is to be achieved is no 
small matter. The World Food Council is at least a recogni- 
tion of the problem, and of the worldwide responsibility in- 
volved.

Gen. Brown should keep his mouth shut 


It is not enough to read about the future's problems in na- 


tional magazines, or listen to far-seeing men discuss them 
on network TV. We must come to grips with them in our own 
communities, even when the decisions involved get very dif- 
ficult. 


Such is the case with mass transit. 
Logic cries out in support of buses in our growing urban 


community. Economic forces pressure us to use them. The 
future demands it. 


Now there are signs that people really want to ride buses, 


to work, to shop, to get all kinds of places. In Appleton in 
September 39 per cent more passengers rode the blue-green 
buses than a year ago. In October, 17 per cent more. 


The new bus passengers come from all walks of life, all 


ages and all income groups, contrary to many popular no- 
tions. And they find their way onto the buses despite the fact 
that bus stops are not marked, bus routes are not publicized, 
routes are poorly designed, waiting accommodations don't 
exist, and in some cases the buses themselves are not invit- 
ing. To ride the bus, you've really got to want it. 


Despite this bright prospect of changing attitudes, our lo- 


cal governments hedge and stall and wonder. 


We face the loss of the Appleton to Kaukauna service, yet 


local governments say they'll wait for a study to come out 
some time next summer before they make a decision on sub- 
sidy. By that time all which has been gained will be lost. 


The East Centra! planning agency is trying to stimulate lo- 


cal minds to think ahead about intercity bus service from 
Kaukauna to Neenah, yet many community leaders failed 
last week to show for their meeting, and others expressed a 
familiar reluctance to engage in any enterprise that goes 
beyond their small boundaries. 


The Appleton Transit Commission resolutely strives to 


hold the Kaukauna to Appleton service, and to press ahead in 
improving and marketing bus service in the Fox Cities. They 
are willing to take the lead in extending service to other com- 
munities. Yet the finance committee looks begrudgingly at 
their subsidy. 


Appleton is now beginning to redevelop its downtown, and 


other Fox Cities communities are engaged in the same pro- 
cess. It is silly to plan redevelopment without making a com- 
mitment to mass transit. The automobile is the bane of 
downtown areas, and we shouldn't have to bury our down- 
town areas in parking ramps and asphalt lots to learn that. 


We ask community leaders to look ahead, then move 


intelligently toward the future by approving subsidies for 
existing bus services, and by taking a posture of leadership 
in making mass transit what it can be. 


Most of the furor about the remarks at Duke 


University by the chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, Gen. George Brown, has centered on their 
patently anti-Semitic tone. Of this more later, 
but the primary question, antecedent to the con- 
tent of his remarks, was: Who pays the chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs to talk about politics? On 
this level it Is Irrelevant whether Brown praised 
the Jews as the "Chosen People" and hoped they 
would mop up the Arabs, or denigrated them. 
He had no damn business dabbling in subjects 
outside his bailiwick. His job is to chair the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, not wander around the country 
talking about international law. 


(On this point I must add that having a four- 


star Air Force general lecture on international 
law sounds somewhat bizarre. It's as though I 
were asked to go to Rockefeller University and 
lecture on biochemistry.) 


Off and on, over the last two centuries, gener- 


als have taken on political roles while still in 
uniform, and it has always been bad news. Gen. 
George McClellan spent a good deal of time ridi- 
culing President Lincoln, until he resigned and 
in 1864 ran against Old Abe—at this point the lat- 
ter evened the score. Lincoln had other prob- 
lems: Gen. Joseph Hooker, for example, had 
spread the word that the nation needed a mili- 
tary dictator. Despite this, Lincoln appointed 
him to command the Army of the Potomac, but 
in the letter of appointment noted (and here you 
sense the steel in Lincoln): "Only those gener- 


als who gain successes can set up dictators. 
What I now ask of you is military success, and I 
will risk the dictatorship." 


President Truman's difficulties with Gen. 


Douglas MacArthur hardly need recapitulating. 
MacArthur was running for president and en 
route hit a brick wall—the former artillery cap- 
tain from Missouri. But the Interesting thing to 
note about all these encounters was that Truman 
disapproved of uniformed soldiers (or sailors; 
Admiral Dewey tried to go into business polit- 
ically) intruding into policy matters. 


I regret to say that this precedent was broken 


by President Lyndon Johnson who, in the fall of 
1967, brought Gen. William Westmoreland back 
from Vietnam essentially to drum up support 
for the war. I took a dim view of this and, by 
sheer luck, managed to get a nasty attack on 
anti-Vietnam protesters deleted from 
"Westy's" speech to Congress. A number of us 
were disturbed-including both Secretary of De- 
fense Robert McNamara and Deputy Secretary 
Paul Nitze — but Johnson simply refused to see 
the point. He had an extraordinary mind; but he 
didn't believe in the legal doctrine of prece- 
dents—to him, every decision was an indepen- 
dent entity in time and space and constituted no 
basis for doing the same thing at some point in 
the future. 


Which brings us back to Brown's exegesis on 


the role of the Jews in formulating our Middle 


.Eastern policy. Suffice it to say that the gen- 
eral's views were drivel, a throwback to Ameri- 
can racist folklore as of 1920. But there was 
more to his off-the-cuff statement than this. The 
top figure in the uniformed military estab- 
lishment suggested that if the people of the 
United States were confronted by another oil 
embargo for supporting Israel, "and are not 
only inconvenienced and uncomfortable, but 
suffer, they (would) get tough-minded enough 
to set down the Jewish influence in this country 
and break that lobby." 


The mystifying thing is that it took this story a 


month to leak. (Did his Duke Law School au- 
dience just nod in approval?) But now that it is 
out there on tape, undeniable, we have it first 
hand that the chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff does not support the pro-Israel policy of the 
government of the United States. 


Or, to revert to the theme of an earlier col: 


umn, is this policy still in effect? President 
Ford, of course, made all the righfnoises, but 
as the old political adage goes, "Don't listen to 
what a politician says: watch his hands." Brown 
should have been fired summarily for stupidity, 
meddling in politics, expressing views contrary 
to those of his government, or all three. The 
President indicated that Brown's personal opin- 
ions were regrettable and reprimanded him. 
However, a generalTias no right both to air con- 
troversial views and to wear a uniform: He has , 
to choose one or the other.

Lunatic fringe benefits 


As I write these lines, the final candi- 


dates' match for the world chess cham- 
pionship still limps along in Moscow, 
the winner presumably to challenge 
Bobby Fischer, who has resigned his 
title and pouts in semiseclusion in 
Southern California. 
' 


Bobby will not play again, he says, un- 


less his terms are agreed upon —'terms 
that almost all tournament chess 
players feel are unfeasible and unrealis- 
tic. His proposal might make a match 
last three or four months, and gives a 
considerable edge to the titleholder. 


This is a classic defense of chess ti- 


tles. As a contender, each player has al- 
ways clamored for a chance to play the 
champion, accusing him of delay, timid- 
ity and downright cowardice. Then, 
upon attaining the title, the new cham- 
pion engages in precisely the same stall- 
ing tactics. 


Paul Morphy. who died mad 100 years 


ago. was virtually the only chess cham- 
pion who would play anyone at any time 
under any conditions. And he retired af- 
ter only four years of tournament play, 
undefeated, retreating to his private 
world of paranoia. In the intervening 
century, only one champion. Capab- 
lanca. was halfway gracious in defense 
of his title. (He was also the only one 
who had a full life away from chess.) 


We have to remember that chess, es- 


pecially at its upper levels, is more than 
a game: It is a monomania, pure and not 


so simple. Its devotees have no time, in- 
terest or energy left for anything else: 
Wife, family, work, recreation pale into 
insignificance compared to the pieces 
on the board, which alone are real and 
"alive" to the players. 


Fischer is a cipher away from the 


board, filling in time by reading comic 
books, aimlessly throwing bowling balls 
and bouncing basketballs. His interest 
in the life of the intellect, the spirit or 
the imagination seems to be exactly zero 
— or, more accurately, all these are sub- 
sumed under his passion for chess. That 
alone is real; the rest is make believe. 


Much the same is true at the top level 


of duplicate bridge. The few dozen 
world experts do not work at anything 
else, and generally have unsatisfactory, 
if any. personal lives. Their conversa- 
tion is limited to a review of past hands; 
if they recall Dec. 7. 1941. it is not be- 
cause it was Pearl Harbor Day but be- 
cause it was the final day of the Miami 
tournament, where they made a grand 
slam with only a combined 29 points in 
both hands. 


Observers remarked that Fischer's 


antics in the Iceland tournament were 
"good for the game." But no champion 
is interested in the good of the game; 
only in the good of himself. It is only the 
amateur, the buff, the patzer, "who 
thinks about anything beyond his per- 
sonal victory.

Democrats strike 
delicate balance 


MADISON - The problem of a politi- 


cal party that takes over a legislature 
after 80 years is to distribute power-and 
prestige in such a way as to preserve its 
unity of purpose without risking col- 
lapse of the machinery. It involves some 
of the hazards of seating all of the rela- 
tives to their satisfaction at a family re- 
union dinner. 


The Senate Democrats appear to have 


achieved that delicate task - but with- 
out much room to spare. 


The problem of the Senate Democratic 


caucus -was evident. It had a sizable 
number of veterans who were hungry 
for position and recognition after 
serving in the minority during their en- 
tire careers. It ateo had a substantial 
number of newcomers to whom difficult 
and sensitive assignments could not yet 
be given prudently. 


The result apparently will be a 


shakeup of the Senate committee sys- 
tem in a manner as drastic and novel as 
any old Capitol hand can remember. 


The plan to make Carl Thompson of 


Stoughton, the hardy dean of the Demo- 
crats in the Senate, chairman of a new 
omnibus committee that will cover agri- 
culture, social services, labor and taxa- 
tion illustrates. 


That would be the most ambitious ju- 


risdiction for a standing committee in 
the history of the legislature. One may 
guess that there are two reasons for 
such a departure from the normal divi- 
sion into more narrowly topical jurisdic- 
tions. First is the fact that Thompson is 
the Senate's senior Democrat and such 
jurisdiction under his gavel is a way of 
acknowledging his rank. 


Younger and more ambitious men 


wanted the floor leadership assign- 
ments and the ceremonial but less than 
arduous office of Senate president pro 
tempore. Thompson has the legislative 
seasoning and other political experience 
(he was the first gubernatorial nominee 
of his party, as city attorney of Stough- 
ton, 
when 'it was reorganized and 


started the march 25 years ago that led 
to the classic victory this fall) to shep- 
herd some of the freshmen. At the same 
time, under the classical rules of poli- 
tics, he is entitled to some recognition 
for his seniority and past services. 


Sens. Dale McKenna of Jefferson and 


William Bablitch of Stevens Point, two 
bright newcomers, had been critical of 
the finance committee's operations dur- 
ing the last term. Moreover, they are 
energetic, so that their assignment to 
the workhorse finance committee suits 
their aspirations as well as the long-' 
term interests of the party. 


Issues of banking and insurance have 


been lumped together, for purposes of 
committee jurisdiction, most recently 
under the gavel of Sen. GeraId Lorge R- 
Bear Creek. That they should be pro- 
posed for the umbrella of a committee 
that also will consider transportation 
suggests the declining political impor- 
tance of highways and related topics in 
the calculations of contemporary legis- 
lative Democrats. 


The .tentative appointment list would 


put it completely under the control of 
urban legislators, heeded by Ronald 
Parys of Milwaukee. Indeed, the plan- 
ning of committee organization thus far 
suggests that there is less awareness of 
rural concerns than ever before. Trans- 


portation today means urban trans- 
portation and, more particularly, modi- 
fication of the traditional emphasis 
upon user taxation for the provision 'of 
private transportation. 


But organization of a parliamentary 


chamber is rarely easy. Those to whom 
the task falls must accommodate a vari- 
ety of interests, on the one hand, and the 
issues and the pressures of the times 
within the scope of the talent available, 
on the other. 


Warren P. Knowles, the former Re- 


publican governor, spent many years in 
the Senate. He used to acknowledge 
complaints about its operations.

Medicare will 
raise deductible 
amount to $92 


Beginning Jan. 1, 1975, a person who 


goes to [he hospital under Medicare will 
be responsible for the first $92 of the 
hospital bill. The present deductible of 
$84 will remain in effect for Medicare 
hospital admissions during the rest of 
this year. 


In announcing the $92 deductible. 


Health. Education and Welfare Secre- 
tary Caspar W. Weinberger said this 
amount is equivalent to the average cost 
of one day of hospital care. The deduc- 
tible is the part of the hospital bill for 
which the beneficiary is responsible for 
the first 60 days of hospital care in each 
benefit period. Medicare pays the rest of 
the costs of covered services. At the! 
present time the average hospital stay' 
under Medicare is about ll1^ days, at a 
cost of more than $1,000. 


Weinberger said the increase in the 


deductible results from continuing in- 
creases in hospital costs. He noted that 
the law requires an annual review of 
hospital costs under Medicare and an 
adjustment of the portion of the bill for 
which a Medicare beneficiary is respon- 
sible, if these costs have risen substan- 
tially. The law provides a formula for 
determining the amount of any adjust- 
ment in the deductible amount. 


The hospital deductible amount, 


Weinberger explained, is like the deduc- 
tible amounts specified in many auto in- 
surance policies, where the car owner 
pays the first $50 or $100 on a repair bill, 
and the insurance policy covers the rest. 


He said that when the hospital deduc- 


tible amount changes, the law requires 
comparable changes in the dollar 
amounts that a Medicare beneficiary 
pays toward a hospital stay of more than 
60 days, or a skilled nursing home stay 
of more than 20 days. 


When a Medicare beneficiary has a 


hospital stay of more than 60 days, he 
will pay $23 a day for the 61st through 
90th days, up from the present $21 per 
day. If he has a posthospital stay of 
more than 20 days in a skilled nursing 
home, he will pay $1' 50 per day toward 
the cost of the 21st tnrough 100th days, 
up from the present $10.50 per day.

There is 
even evidence of a layer of salt below the 
trench," McKnight said of the project's 
discoveries. 


"No sediments from 65-100 million 


years old were discovered. This Implies 
the sediments were deposited and then 
eroded away or they were not deposited 
in the first place. Currents off the east- 
ern coast of Florida keep fine sediments 
from settling out and a similar situation 
may have been present here," he said. 


An important part of such a research 


project is the detailed study of fossils. 
While looking at microscopic fossils 


from one of the drilling sites, Dr. Hans 
Bolli of Switzerland discovered some 
beautifully preserved tiny fossils seen 
before only as poorly preserved speci- 
mens embedded in rock. 


"New species were discovered among 


the Indian Ocean fossils, and much to 
my surprise, one of them was named 
Pithonella Mcknighti after me." 
the 


UWO geologist said. 


McKnight is a native of Gays Mills, 


Wis., and a 1960 UW-Madison graduate. 
He received his master's and doctor's 
degrees from Oregon State University 
in geology and oceanography. His spe- 
cialty is sedimentology and he was one 
of three sedimentologists on Leg 27 of the 
Deep Sea Drilling Project.

City conservator will help Seattle 
preserve, utilize its old buildings

SEATTLE (AP) - Seattle will have a 


new man to defend old buildings next : 
year when it establishes what may be 
the first "city conservator" in the na- 
tion. 


"The public is being cheated out of I 


proper development," said Art Skolnik, 
the 30-year-old architect who will head > 
ihe city's new Office of Urban Conserva- 
tion beginning Jan. 1.

• away anymore until we are certain they 
* have no further use." he said.

If the idea of a city conservator sounds 


i. foreign, it is. The concept and titles are 
Videly used in Europe, where major 
cities have a conservator to promote 
preservation against plans for develop-. 


Skolnik says the American penchant' 


for demolition and rebuilding over the 
rubble is "chewing away a>vour cities. 


"Man has destroyed 
many more 


buildings than any earthquake. We have 
been numb to mass demolition projects. 
We've wiped out a ihird of the regis- 
lered landmarks in the country." 


It's more than a matter of preserving 


an architectural heritage, he said. De- 
stroying buildings rather than conserv- 


ing involves a high cost in money and 
nonrenewable resources, he said. 


The new office consolidates two pre- 


viously separate departments to work 
on historic preservation and building 
conservation. 


"Traditionally, cities have not taken a 


role in restoring or preserving what is 
already available in the city," he said. 
"It's been done by private enterprise." 


Skolnik currently is manager of the 


Pioneer Square Historic Preservation 
District. 


That area, created in 1970, was the site 


for the first settlement of Seattle and the 
end of a skid road for logs at the water- 
front. The area deteriorated over the 
years, becoming a vacant and derelict 
section just blocks away from downtown 
Seattle. The term "Skid Road" spread. 
In the East it was called Skid Row..'1 


Three years after he took the job, the 


district is one of cobbled parks, stately 
old buildings and thriving shops. 
« 


"The city is not being philanthropic,'1 


Skolnik said. "Property in the district 
was valued at next to nothing in 1970. 
Redevelopment increased the tax base 
450 per cent." 


Employment in the area rose from 


1,500 in 1971 to 6,000 today. 


Skolnik would like to see that sort of 


restoration occur in other Seattle neigh- 
borhoods. And he also sees the city con- 
servator as coordinating efforts among 
government agencies to prevent unnec- 
essary construction of new public build- 
ings. 
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Bishops maintain stance 
favoring death penalty

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WASHINGTON (AP) - Roman Catho- 


lic bishops have narrowly turned down a 
statement opposing the death penalty. 
But they'll make another try. In simpler 
form, at affirming that stance. 


The initial declaration opposing wide- 


spread legislative moves to restore capi- 
tal punishment In this country was de- 
feated Tuesday by a 119-103 vote of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bish- 
ops. 


Later consideration was scheduled of 


a shorter substitute proposed by Bishop 
John L. May of Mobile, Ala. It would put 
the bishops "on record in opposition to 
restoration of the death penalty," with- 
out elaboration. 


Defeat of the more analytical, seven- 


page measure drawn up by a subcom- 
mittee headed by Bishop Ernest L. Un- 
terkoefler of Charleston, S.C., a onetime 
prison chaplain, came after prolonged 


debate. 


"I don't see why we should step into 


this mess," said Bishop Thomas A. Con- 
nally of Seattle. He said life Imprison- 
ment was "no substitute" for the death 
penalty. 


However, Bishop Joseph Durick of 


Nashville, Tenn., said such punishment 
was "anti-Christian, and against the 
spirit and compassion of Jesus Christ." 


Catholicism traditionally has taught 


that the state has a right to execute 
criminals to protect society. The propo- 
sal did not reject that historic position, 
but condemned use of the penalty in 
present circumstances. 


Numerous Protestant denominations 


have opposed capital punishment. 


At least 29 states recently have passed 


legislation to try to bring their death 
penalty laws in line with a 1972 U.S. Su- 
preme Court decision outlawing past ap- 


proaches as discriminatory.

Amnesfy program 
doesn't 


public service jobs for draft evaders 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President 


Ford's amnesty program faces prob- 
lems finding enough public service jobs 
at its halfway point for Vietnam-era 
deserter and draft evaders to fulfill 
their part of the bargain. 


Government officials also say that re- 


sponse to the amnesty offer from eva- 
ders and deserters continues to run be- 
hind expectations but they say the 
holiday spirit may inspire many hold- 
outs to sign up before the plan expires 
Jan. 31. 


A person who joins the amnesty pro- 


gram agrees to spend two years or less 
working in public service jobs, such as 
hospital orderlies. 


However, these jobs are available for 


those awaiting job assignments in only 
about two-thirds of the states, Selective 
Service officials say. Part of this prob- 
lem is attributed to foot-dragging by 
some state draft officials, who are being 
urged by Draft Director Byron V. Pepi- 
tone and his top aides to search vigor- 
ously for jobs. 


There are enough extra jobs in some 


states so that where the shortage is real 
"we'll have to transfer some people 
across state lines, although we'd prefer 
not to," said Deputy Draft Director 
John D. Dewhurst. "And some will get 
jobs they don't like." 


At the extremes, New York City has 


no jobs listed for 79 awaiting jobs but 
Massachusetts has 295 jobs for 16 await- 
ing assignment. 


There are a total of 1,331 jobs avail- 


able for 1,352 enrolled at last count. 


A man is given a chance to get a job on 


his "own before draft officials try to find 
one for him. 


Selective Service, the U.S. attorneys 


and the military are working together to 
make it possible for some to overcome 
hardships by letting them take their 
public service compensatory jobs on a 
moonlighting basis. 


For example, a bottling plant man- 


ager in Virginia earning $35,000-a-year 
works nights and weekends for small 
pay to get in his two years. 


An inspector at a textile plant in North 


Carolina talked his boss into letting him 
work a swing shift so he could work in 
the hospital in the daytime. 


The military arranged for a law stu- 


dent in Canada to be processed through 
the amnesty program but defer his re- 
turn to the United States until he gradu- 
ates next spring. 


Similarly, a man with a wife teaching 


in Detroit was given three months 
delay, to avoid breaking up the family. 


Pepitone, Dewhurst and John W. Bar- 


ber, who is managing the rehabilitation 
service job program from national draft 
headquarters, all agreed in interviews 
that the program announced by Ford on 
Sept. 16 "is going pretty well" but con- 
ceded there are major problems. 


One problem is the continuing slow- 


ness of the signups. Officials originally 
estimated about 15,000 draft evaders 
and 12,000 deserters could be eligible for 
the clemency program. 


There is a Jan. 31 deadline and only 


1,352 have enrolled.. This is increasing 
by an average of about 30 a day, the Se- 
lective Service says. 


Dewhurst said no doubt many are 


holding backjo seejwhat happens to 
those who sign up. He agreed with Atty. 
Gen. William B. Saxbe that many prob- 
ably will surface in time to be with their 


families for the Christmas holidays and - 
then sign up. 
, 
.- 


Another problem is that 22.5 per cent 


of the deserters released from the mill- 
tary service failed to sign up later with 
Selective Service offices., A Nov. 1 report, 
showed that of 1,613 deserters processed' 
by then, 359 had not reported within 15' 
days and 311 had not been heard from 30 
days after leaving military custody. 


The presidential Clemency Board still 


has not assigned any of the 87 draft eva- 
ders furloughed from prison. The board '„ 
is moving so cautiously it has asked the" 
Bureau of Prisons to give the men an ex- 
tra 30 days furlough. The first 30 days 
expired last Sunday. 


Dewhurst said there is no truth to re- 


ports that the jobs assigfied'are paid on 
a basis of what they would have earned 
if they had gone in the military. "We 
don't care what they arrange with their 
employers," he said.

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Tax writers to ask end 
of oil depletion allowance 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Taxwriters in 


Congress are ready to recommend a new 
multibllllon-dollar bill that would end 
the controversial oil depletion allowance 
while giving some tax relief to millions 
of average Americans. 


Rep. Wilbur D. Mills. D-Ark.. chair- 


man of the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, announced Tuesday that he 
wants to get the bill to the House for ac- 
tion Dec. 4 and 5. 


After the committee's latest decisions 


on a slimmed-down package of basic tax 
changes. Mills pressed the panel's staff 
to produce its final draft of the bill in 
time for a formal committee vote later 
this week. 


The legislation would face House tests 


from those who want to hit the petro- 
leum industry harder and from oil-state 
forces opposed to any major oil tax revi- 


sions. The measure also faces a possible 
Senate filibuster during the dying days 
of this post-election session. 


The House committee itself remained 


sharply torn over the oil provisions and 
finally voted 13-12 for an eventual end to 
the depletion allowance and for creating 
a new tax on the petroleum industry's 
so-called windfall profits. 


The bill would cut 1974 taxes, which 


would be due next April, for many aver- 
age Americans by boosting the max- 
imum standard deduction to 16 per cent 
of adjusted gross income or a top of 
$2,300, and by hiking the minimum 
standard 
deduction for 
low-income 


people to $1,600 for singles and $1,900 for 
couples. 


The maximum standard deduction 


currently is 15 per cent of adjusted

55 dead, 6 missing in 
first fatal jumbo jet crash 


NAIROBI. Kenya (AP) - A German 


jumbo Jetliner crashed and burned 
today on take off from Nairobi airport 
and Lufthansa officials said 55 persons 
were dead and six missing. It was the 
first fatal plunge of a Boeing 747. 


The West German airline's Nairobi 


manager, Helmuth Wolff, said 96 of the 
157 persons aboard survived the crash. 
Fifty of these, he said, were virtually 
unhurt. 


At least two Americans were among 


the survivors, Lufthansa's Frankfurt of- 
fice reported. They were identified as 
Susan Mary Seaholm of San Pedro, 


Calif., and Thomas Scott, whose home 
town was not immediately known. 


Wolff said there were 139 passengers 


aboard, most of them Germans, and 18 
crew members. He said previous death 
figures announced by Kenya's commu- 
nications minister, Omolo Okero. were 
incorrect. 


Lufthansa said they had no immediate 


indication of the cause of the crash, but 
added that the jumbo jet's flight 
recorder had bee." recovered.

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Camps in 
Lebanon hit 
by Israelis 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Israel shelled suspected Arab guer- 


rilla bases in Lebanon through the night 
after a terrorist suicide raid left four Is- 
raelis dead at the border town of Beit 
Shean. 


However, the shelling was not consid- 


ered a direct reprisal for the raid. Mili- 
tary sources and border residents said 
Israeli guns have been pumping shells 
nightly into southern Lebanon in an at- 
tempt to pin down bases there of the Pa- 
lestinian guerrillas. 


Lebanese government sources said 


their army was on the alert for retali- 
atory Israeli raids across the border. 
Premier Rashid Solh said: "Israel al- 
ways invents pretexts to attack Leba- 
non, although we have repeatedly de- 
clared that we are not responsible for 
guerrilla raids." 


Solh said his government had taken 


"defensive measures to protect Lebanon 
and all residents," including the 18 Pa- 
lestinian refugee camps in the country. 


Israel and the Palestinian guerrillas 


traded threats of new attacks on each 
other in the wake of the Tuesday raid at 
BeMt Shean, in which the three Palesti- 
nian raiders also were killed. 


"We are determined to remove the 


guerrilla policy with force wherever and 
whenever we can find the terrorists ... in 
Israel, in the Arab states and all over 
the world," Israeli Information Min- 
ister Aharon Yariv told a news confer- 
ence in Jerusalem. 


The Marxist Popular 
Democratic 


Front, which announced in Damascus 
that it was responsible for the raid on 
Beit Shean, said it would continue to at- 
tack "where the enemy least expects un- 
til Israel recognizes our rights and exis- 
tence, and until a secular democratic 
Palestine state is established." 


"We still hold the olive branch," said 


a spokesman for the guerrilla group, 
"but we find it inevitable to use the rifle 
which we also hold with the other 
hand." 


This was a reference to the speech last 


week to the United Nations General As- 
sembly by guerrilla chief Yasir Arafat, 
who said he came before the assembly 
bearing an olive branch and a gun. 


Israeli gunboats were reported cruis- 


ing off the coast of southern Lebanon, 
where they have made two attacks in the 
past three weeks.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 16-year-old 


Filipino youth who was sent to the 
United States after his father held the 
Philippine ambassador at gunpoint was 
reunited with his family today. 


Appearing tired but calm, Napoleon 


Lechoco Jr. was embraced by his 
mother at suburban Dulles Inter- 
national Airport as he completed a 
10,000-mile trip across the Pacific 
shortly before 7 a.m. EST. 


"I'm very happy to be here." the teen- 


ager said. His mother, saying "My son 
is so tired," put her arm around him 
and led him to a waiting car. An at- 
torney for the family said they would try 


to have the boy see his father as soon as 
possible. 


The boy's father threw down his gun 


and surrendered to police early Tuesday 


at the Philippine Embassy chancery af- 
ter Manila authorities agreed to send 
the youth to his family. 


During a stopover in Honolulu, the 


young man told newsmen he was "going 
to be very, very happy to see my parents 
and brothers and sisters again." The 
jest of his family emigrated to the 
United States two years ago. 


During a later stop in San Francisco, 


the Lechoco youth said, "I think he 
should not have done such a thing." 


Escorted by Philippine Col. Frederico 


Navarro, chief of staff of the Philippine 
presidential guard battalion, the youth 
also told reporters at the airport that he 


had been free to leave the Philippines 
since last September but remained to 
finish school and help his grandfather. 


Navarro also insisted that the youth 


previously had planned to fly to the 
United States "in a couple of days" and 
that the father's action had been unnec- 
essary. "It was just a coincidence. He 
was planning to leave anytime," Na- 
varrosaid.

Ailing babies die first so they can live 


DALLAS. Tex. (AP) - Infants born 


with serious heart or artery defects are 
being surgically cured by first being 
made to "die," a panel of doctors says. 


The surgical procedure involves 


draining the babies of blood and then 
dropping their body temperature to 
about 60 degrees. This permits surgeons 
to perform complex repairs of such de- 
fects as malformed arteries or leaky 
heart chamber walls. 


"You're really operating on an infant 


that's dead," Dr. William Mustard of 
the Hospital for Sick Children at Toronto 
said Tuesday. "This creates a perfectly 
bloodless surgical field. You have about 
an hour." 


During that hour, surgeons using the 


procedure can make life-saving repairs 
that would not be possible otherwise.

World sugar 
market tight 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A government 


report says the world sugar market 
"continues tight, with only a rumor 
needed to push up prices significantly." 


Recent increases which already have 


driven sugar prices far in excess of 
previous records probably will lead to 
increased world production of sugar, 
the Department of Agriculture said 
Tuesday. 


"Looking ahead, high sugar prices 


will likely stimulate increased world 
sugar output in the next one to three 
years as major adjustments are made," 
the department said. "In the United 
States, at least, high sugar prices and 
high prices of sugar-containing prod- 
ucts will likely lower per capita con- 
sumption in 1975." 


Despite the cost, sugar continues 


"available for those buyers who are 
willing to pay the very high prices," the 
department said in a situation report is- 
sued by its Economic Research Service. 


World sugar production in the 1974-75 


season is about 1.5 million tons less than 
previously forecast and reserve stocks 
are unusually low, the report said. 


The larger U.S. 
industrial users 


apparently did not stockpile much 
sugar in anticipation of higher sugar 
prices, although "there is some evi- 
dence" smaller industrial users did 
build up some reserves, the report said. 


The report said household users may 


have been purchasing more sugar than 
usual to build up a supply in anticipa- 
tion of rising costs. 


Prices of raw sugar delivered to New 


York during the third quarter of this 
year averaged nearly $31.60 per 100 
pounds, up from $23 in the second quar- 
ter and almost triple the $10.70 average 
of the first three months, the report 
said. 


As of Nov. 7, the New York price was 


$55 per 100 pounds, far exceeding the 
previous record of $23.60 set in 1920, the 
report said. The Nov. 7 price did not in- 
clude more recent increases.

Street to Berlin Street; then south along 
the centerline of Berlin to its inter- 
section with Royalton Street; continuing 
east along the centerline of Royalton to 
its intersection with 10th Street; then 
south along the centerline of 10th to its 
intersection with Riverside Drive; 


East along the centerline of Riverside 


Drive to its intersection with Churchill 
Street; then southeasterly along the 
centerline of Churchill to its inter- 
section with the south city limits; then 
east along the south city limits to its in- 
tersection with the east city limits; then 
north along the east city limits to its in- 
tersection with the centerline of the 
Waupaca River. 


Boundaries for the 1st. 3rd and 4th 


wards remain the same with 894, 727 
and 812 persons in each, respectively.

The closed session was called by County 


Board Chairman Eugene Higgins to obtain 
board approval of a compromise agreement 
worked out in a court suit involving a dispute 
over appointment powers in the county. 


The board went into dosed session immedi- 


ately after convening at 7 p.m. and then recon- 
vened in open session. The only nonsupervisor 
permitted in the room was Edward Bollenbeck. 
an attorney hired to represent the board in the 
court action which was brought by County Ex- 
ecutive Alvin Woehler. 


All members of the public, the press, Woeh- 


ler and Corp. Counsel William Schuh were di- 
rected to leave the meeting. 


The state antisecrecy law states that "no gov- 


ernmental body shall commence an open ses- 
sion, subsequently recess into a closed session, 
and subsequently reconvene into an open ses- 
sion within a 12-hour period, unless public no- 
tice of such subsequent open session was given 
at the same time and in the same manner as 
the public notice of the initial open meeting." 


This means the plans for a closed meeting 


and then continuing with an open meeting 
would have to have been announced last Friday 
when the decision was made to meet again 
Monday night. 


At the same time, the state law requires that 


a vote be taken on going into closed session. 
This apparently was never done by the board, 
sither.

WAUPACA - The City Council voted Tuesday to establish the City of 


Waupaca Public Inland Lake Protection and Rehabilitation District. 


The district is invested with the power to study and plan remedial mea- 


sures for protecting and rehabilitating Mirror and Shadow lakes and the 
mill ponds lying wuhm the corporate limits of the city; to accept state fi- 
nancial assistance for approved projects; and to levy special assessments 
and issue bonds to finance lake projects. 


The new district's commission will consist of the mayor and the 10 alder- 


men. 


This action was required if the city is to apply for state funds to earn* out 


the Mirror Lake project, recommended in the study by the University of 
Wisconsin-Extension and the state Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR). Upon completing the two-year study in late October, 1973, the 
groups recommended that the storm sewers emptying into Mirror Lake 
should be diverted, if the lake is to be saved. The estimated cost at that time 
was $200.000. 


The new district could receive as much as SO per cent state funding for the 


project after Jan. 1, 1975. when the state will have $4 million available for 
such projects. The City of Waupaca has a high priority rating with the state 
(or funding, since the study has been completed. 


James Van Matre. county resource agent, told the council that the latest 


word from the state is that 25 percent, or $1.3 million of the money the state 
w i l l receive from the federal Clean Water Act. must be spent north of Ste-

Applications for technical assistance must be made by Jan. 6. 1975. and

spending demands. Gov. Patrick J. 
Lucey's administration reports. 


David W. Adamany. the governor's 


state revenue secretary, said there may 
even be some problems meeting the 
costs of the current state spending de- 
spite preelection forecasts of an $82.9 
million surplus. 


joe Nusbaum. secretary of the Ad- 


ministration Department, said public 
services may have to be reduced as an 
alternative to increasing taxes. 


Nevertheless, salary increases must 


be considered for state government em- 
ployes, he said. 


"There is no question there is going 


to have to be substantial salary im- 
provements if we are going to offset in- 
flation." Nusbaum said. 


The two administrators expressed 


their opinions Saturday while appear- 
ing before the Wisconsin Association of 
School Boards. 


Nusbaum said one of the areas in 


which the state may have trouble ful- 
filling services is the amount of aid 
paid to public schools. 


"We ought to recognize that this is a 


national economic problem and do the 
best we can on all levels," Adamany 
said, calling for school districts and 
municipalities to share with the state 
the unpleasant task of requiring more 
of taxpayers. 


Adamany acknowledged that tax in- 


creases would be especially difficult to 
sell to taxpayers whose domestic budg- 
ets are pinched by a higher cost of liv- 
ing. 


"I hdve never seen in my years in 


public service when sentiment against 
a tax increase is so strong," Adamany 
said. 


Nusbaum's department had declared 


almost a month prior to the Nov. 5 elec- 
tion that the state ended the fiscal year 
June 30 with a $241 million surplus. 


Adamany said Saturday there is a 


major gulf between anticipated tax rev- 
enue and the spending requests being 
submitted.for the 1975-76 budget which 
goes into effect July 1. 


"The cost of continuing existing pro- 


grams is going to far exceed the reve- 
nue" unless the bureaucracy trims its 
programs, Adamany said.

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visors who objected to the closed meet- 
ing, said most of the time in the closed 
session was spent arguing over the 
proper procedures for holding such a 
session.
